Ministry Here 


The Rev. H. W Sehmitt has 
ended his work as pastor of the 
Faith Lutheran Church, which 
holds services in the Woman’s 
Clubhouse, 270 W. Sierra Ma- 
dre boulevard. 

He announced his resigna¬ 
tion at the church services 
Sunday. The Rev. Mr. Schmitt 
ends more than two years of 
service in Sierra Madre, which 
began on May 14, 1950, follow¬ 
ing his assignment by the 
Southern California District 
Mission Board to organize a 
Lutheran church here. 

Since then the church has 
been growing steadily and, in 
February, the congregation was 
formally organized and incor¬ 
porated under laws of the state 
church organization. 

The Rev. Mr. Schmitt said a 
call has been extended to the 
Rev. Aermin Hisse of Riverside 
to take over as pastor of the 
local church. The congregation 
owns property on the corner of 
Hastings Ranch road and Sierra 
Madre boulevard and plans to 
start building its first church 
unit some time this summer. 

Following a vacation of sev¬ 
eral weeks, the Rev. Mr. 
Schmitt will begin new pas¬ 
toral duties in another area. 
During his years of service as 
a minister, he has organized 
congregations in several other 
cities and has held pastorates 
in Burbank (4 years) and North 
Hollywood (19 years).

SCHOOL CUTS TAX RATE 
RETURNS TO 90c LIMIT 


Kinney’s Bid 
For Police 
Gets Silence 


Evening ‘Dips’ 
Now Possible 
In Local Pool 


Good news came for taxpayers this week with the announce 
ment that the Sierra Madre City School District tax rate is being 
slashed by 30 cents. 

Howell N. White Jr., president of the School Board, disclosed 
yesterday that the tax rate is being dropped back let the legal 
limit, 90 cents per $100 of as- . 
sessed valuation. 

“We’re doing exactly what 
we said we would do,” re¬ 
marked Mr. White. The 30-cent 
rate hike had been voted a year 
ago for capital outlay purposes, 
expressly for the construction 
of now classrooms. 

The board president pointed 
out that Sierra Madre is one of 
just two or three school dis¬ 
tricts in Los Angeles County 
still operating under the 90- 
cent rate maximum. He added, 
however, that the gross income 
from the local district will be 
much lower—possibly by $20,- 
000—because of the return to 
the lower rate. 

In spite of this, the school 
trustees voted approval Tues¬ 
day of pay increases of ap¬ 
proximately 8 per cent for non- 
certificated and administrative 
personnel of the school. Mr. 

White explained that this 8 per 
cent is the equivalent of what 
certificated personnel—that is, 
teachers—have received. 

President White stated that 
City School is outstanding in 
several respects. It has a salary 
scale ranking in the upper one- 
fourth of all school districts of 
the county. In other words, he 
said, the district pays salaries 
higher than those paid by 75 
per cent of the other districts 
in the county. 

What makes this significant, 
he continued, is the fact that 
the assessed valuation per pu¬ 
pil in Sierra Madre is about 
$11,000—just "average” for Los 
Angeles County—and that the 
local district is one of just two 
or three in the county still op¬ 
erating on the 90-cent rate 
limit. 

“This shows that with just 
an ’average’ amount of money 
available Sierra Madre has 
been able to pay top salaries,” 

Mr. White said. 

Two main factors made this 
feat possible, he opined. “To 
start with we were given a 
wonderfully-constructed school 
building 20 years ago. And dur¬ 
ing all this time we’ve had 
first class administration of the 
school.”

This is a novel as touching as it is funny, neither wise¬ 
cracking nor ponderous. It is the kind of a book you can read 
aloud when you want to cheer someone who has been ill or de¬ 
pressed, and a book that brings an unexpected smile on every 
page. 

Father Fante was a house 
builder in the old country. Now 
that he is in America he does 
not approve of his wealthy sons, 
and what to him is their ex¬ 
travagant way of life.

Contractor Tells How to Get Twice-Monthly Rubbish Pick-up 

THERE’S ‘RIGHT,’ ‘WRONG’ 

WAY TO PUT OUT RUBBISH

Sierra Madreans can have their combustible rubbish picked 
up twice a month instead of just once, if they learn to follow 
a few simple rules. 

As is the case with everything, there’s a “right” and a 
"wrong” way to put rubbish out on the parkway for collection. 

John Avedesian, city rub¬ 
bish contractor, hopes local 
householders will catch on to 
the right way and become elig¬ 
ible for the double pick up. 

“If people do it the right 
way,’ he says, “we can keep on 
schedule and faithfully collect 
the rubbish every other week.” 

By the “right way,” Mr. Ave¬ 
desian means bundling com¬ 
bustible rubbish. Although al¬ 
most any container can be used 
for this job, he has cartons 
available—e a r t o n s specially 
suited for the purpose. These 
can be obtained when families 
contact Mr. Avedesian for the 
twice-a-month collection. 

The advantages of the bun¬ 
dled method are obvious. Work¬ 
men are able to load the rub¬ 
bish in much shorter time, 
since all they have to do is 
empty the cartons or boxes in 
the truck, then place them back 
on the parkway. 

Mr. Avedesian explained that 
many Sierra Madreans place 
their rubbish out in such ways 
that make rapid collection im¬ 
possible. Tree branches are 
jammed into huge piles at 
weird angles, making it ex¬ 
tremely difficult to pitch them 
onto the truck. Other problems 
result when leaves and grass 
Irimmings are dumped in an 
ivv-bed parkway. The man

until the truck has gone past, 
then rushing their rubbish out 
to the curb. That way the pile 
remains there for a whole 
month. Mr. Avedesian points 
out that the police are taking 
steps to halt this practice. They 
follow a block or so behind the 
truck and then advise the 
householders that it is a viola¬ 
tion of the city ordinances to 
put their rubbish out more than 
24 hours in advance of pickup. 

These factors—plus the fact 
that spring cleaning this year 
resulted in an unusually heavy 
amount of rubbish — have put 
Mr. Avedesian a little behind 
in his schedule. 

According to his contract, of 
course, Mr. Avedesian is only 
required to pick up two cubic 
yards of rubbish from each 
house to earn his 78 cents per 
water meter per month. 

But he says, “It’s not the size 
that counts so much, but the 
way it is piled.” 

For people who want the 
every-other-week service, the 
load limit will be one cubic 
yard lor each pickup, and the 
monthly rate still 78 cents.

Ultrasonics Widely Heralded

Reports of extraordinary re¬ 
sults in the treatment of ar¬ 
thritis with Ultrasonic energy 
are mounting day by day.

HINTS FOR BOAT OWNERS 
COAST GUARD HAS SAFETY 


MOLINE, ILL., CLUB PICNIC 

Residents of Sierra Madre 
who formerly lived at Moline, 
Ill., or in the vicinity of that 
city were invited this week to 
attend the annual picnic of the 
Moline Illinois Club of Califor¬ 
nia, which will be held Sunday 
at Bixby Park in Long Beach. 
The invitation was extended by 
Ann Clark of Long Beach, sec¬ 
retary of the Moline Club. 


The Naval Reservists, flying 
F4U Corsairs, chalked up an 
impressive combat record dur¬ 
ing the six months they oper¬ 
ated in Korean waters. 

Lieutenant Wilson personal¬ 
ly was credited with wreaking 
havoc among enemy supply 
and transportation routes. The 
squadron specialized in low- 
level attacks, which made their 
fire deadly but also left them 
vulnerable to anti-aircraft bat¬ 
teries.

In Civil¬ 
ian life he is an insurance 
broker. 


Members of a new boys’ club 
in Sierra Madre went to the 
beach yesterday. 

They have been allowed the 
use of the Fred Richter barbe¬ 
cue pit at 160 E. Grandview and 
the swimming pool at the Rich¬ 
ard K. Thayer home, 201 W. 
Carter. 

The club, formed two months 
ago, now has a membership of 
12 boys. Although not official¬ 
ly sponsored by the Sierra Ma- 
dre Police Department, the club 
is supervised by two or three 
local officers. 

One of them indicated this 
week, however, they may have 
to give up this responsibility 
because of a lack of time.

With this year’s pleasure boating season now underway 
throughout Southern California, Capt. John Trebes, commander, 
11th Coast Guard District, today urged yachtsmen to closely ob¬ 
serve safety regulations on the water during the coming months. 

He pointed out that, year after year, over twice as many boat¬ 
ing accidents occur during the 
summer months than at any 
other time. Gasoline explosions, 
butane gas-stove explosions, 
fires, founderings, strandings, 
collisions and engine failures 
make up the summer-time toll. 

Captain Trebes outlined the 
following basic safety measures 
for yachtsmen: 

1. Have a schedule with re¬ 
sponsible people at home; 2. 

Cruise in pairs; 3. Carry at least 
a 10 percent fuel reserve; 4. 

Keep craft seaworthy; 5. Assist 
others in distress; 6. Keep en- 
ignes in good running condi¬ 
tion. 

One of the greatest dangers 
of yachting is the explosion of 
gasoline fumes aboard boats, 
according to the captain. He 
said that gasoline often enters 
the bilge of a vessel from over¬ 
flow or leakage and quickly va. 
porizes. A tiny spark is all that 
is needed to set it off. 

Coast Guard Motorboat Reg¬ 
ulations require all vessels 
built, decked-over or reengined 
after April 15, 1940, to be 

equipped with adequate bilge 
ventilation. The regulations 
also require a certain amount 
of fire fighting equipment on 
this type of vessel. 

Every craft leaving port is 
compelled to have a life pre¬ 
server for every person aboard, 
according to the regulations. 

Laws passed since the end of 
World War II stipulate that all 
newly made life preservers be 
dyed an orange color for ease of 
detection from air or surface 
craft. However, it was pointed 
out that white-colored life pre¬ 
servers are still approved for 
use as long as they pass the 
Coast Guard’s inspection. 

Coast Guard investigations 
over a period of years shows 
that few people anticipate trou¬ 
ble when they put to sea and, 
therefore, are reluctant to pro¬ 
vide themselves with enough 
lifesaving equipment. Accord¬ 
ing to the Coast Guard, any 
vessel large enough should 
have some sort of floating 
equipment, such as a donut-

Once more, we were able to 
hold a business meeting just by 
the “skin of our teeeth.” We 
just met the quorum number 
and that’s all. This indicates 
that some of those who repre¬ 
sent the “Active” list are not 
as punctual as the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Fire Department is noted 
for. It might mean that inter¬ 
est is waning and it is not 
good. To be a member of a 
volunteer fire department 
means that you MUST really 
volunteer something. Everyone 
who is a member of the de¬ 
partment is given credit for 
much, yet there is still lots to 
do that is not imposed on them. 
The recent survey made by the 
Fire Underwriters Engineers 
may mean only something to 
forget to some,—but it does 
mean that there is much lack¬ 
ing in our fire protection. If 
we are to remain a volunteer 
fire department, then all of us 
have got to get on the ball and 
renew some of the duties that 
are expected of us. We have be¬ 
come lax in many departments. 
What has become of our First 
Aid Crew, and how many can 
use the resuscitator? And so on. 
Can we spare the time that 
such matters require us to 
give? Should we be expected to 
give so much time? Do others 
devote as much time as we are 
expected to give as volunteers? 
There are many questions to be 
answered and yet the city needs 
fire protection. We are depend¬ 
ed on to give it. We cannot af¬ 
ford to be apathetic, nor depend 
on the other fellow to do it. 
Each member carries the same 
responsibility. Let’s get out to 
the drills and add a little more 
to it. 

Between drills the fellows 
found time to take a ride 
around the difficult drives of 
the city in a new fire truck 
that was brought here for dem¬ 
onstration purposes by a mem¬ 
ber of the Crown Coach and 
Body Works. All agreed that the 
truck did a wonderful job of 
climbing the hills and turning 
the sharp turns. It is hoped that 
someday a new rtuck will 
adorn the fire station. 

Arrangements have been 
made for the observance of the 
much anticipated “Stag” Party 
that is the result of the recent 
competitive drills. Bob Orme in¬ 
sisted that the party be held at 
his home and from all appear¬ 
ances the suggestion was unan¬ 
imously accepted. Former par¬ 
ties held at Bob and Thelma’s 
are well remembered. 

Despite that we have had a 
long spell of hot dry weather, 
—there are those who cannot 
understand that it is dangerous 
to burn rubbish and trash, etc., 
in the open. The fire depart¬ 
ment members are glad to as¬ 
sist in any way possible to help 
eliminate a fire hazard, so we 
urge you to get in touch with 
us before setting fire to a pile 
of any sort of inflammable ma¬ 
terials. If at all possible for the 
burning to be done in safety,— 
and there is no other way of 
disposal, — it is certain that 
something can be reasoned out. 
Is is really surprising the atti¬ 
tude some persons take on this 
matter. Even though it is only 
meant to be a word of caution 
or even advice (if that is pos¬ 
sible), we sometimes meet peo¬ 
ple who are absolutely rude 
and offer fight. (Most of them 
are little guys, too.) It’s funny. 
We are now in the season of 
the year when we MUST be 
very careful. And it will get 
worse as time goes on until the 
rainy season arrives. This af¬ 
fords an opportunity to thank 
those who are advising new¬ 
comers of the fire regulations 
and the dangers of fire. Daily 
we are called by a newcomer 
who is seeking information on 
barbecues and burning in in¬ 
cinerators and in the open. It 
proves the value of the fire con¬ 
scious residents.:—Even though 
the first few paragraphs of this 
story may be the death of the 
writer,—he still urges everyone 
to keep the FIRES OUT.
